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MACHEN DID NOT 
OBEY ORDERS 


This Is Charge Made by 
First Assistant Postmaster 
General. 


Washington, May 22.—Henry A. Castle, 
auditor for the postoffice department, 
and Comptroller Tracewell, of the treas- 
ury, had an interview with Postmaster 
General Payne today regarding the post- 
office investigation. Mr. Tracewell sub- 
mitted his answer to the postmaster gen- 
eral’s recent request for supplemental in- 
formation regarding the Tulloch charges. 
His answer will be made public tomor- 
row. 

Postmaster General Payne today declin- 
ed, with some warmth, to say whether 
the .ircumstances surrounding the deficit 
in the free delivery service warranted 
the removal of A. W. Machen, the gen- 
eral superintendent, who was relieved re- 
cently. Mr. Payne said that, in his opin- 
ion, the question was impertinent. He 
was questioned by the newspaper corre- 
spondents regarding the discrepancy be- 
tween the $20,000 reported by Mr. Machén 
as the deficit and the $227,300 subsequently 
reported by the inspectors. Mr. Payne 
replied that there was a deficit of $20,000 
and he gave instructions that this deficit 
should not be increased and that expen- 
ditures should be curtailed so as to elim- 
inate, if possible, ‘by the end of the fiscal 
year, June 30 next. 

“Then,” added the postmaster general, 
“I immediately got the report that the 
deficit was $227,000. A subordinate official 
has no authority to create a deficit with- 
out the authority of his superior officer, 
I care not who that subordinate officer 
may be. If he knew, on May 1, that there 
was a $20,000 deficit and that very day 
appointed a large number of carriers, 
which would largely increase the deficit. 
the action was objectionable.” 


The postmaster general said that he 
had not yet sent eny communication to 
Mr. Machen. 

On May 7, by order of the postmaster 
general, First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wynne sent a peremptory order to

Joyous Parly at Pittsburg Are 
Hurled to Doom by Fauly 
Elevator, 


FOUR KILLED OUTR'GHT 
AND NINE INJURED 


and lntered the Elevator When 
It Fell Five Floors, Killing 
and Mangling the 
Passengers. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 22.—One man and 
three women were killed and five or six 
injured tomght at 1026 Fifth avenue, the 
building being occupied by a dancing 
acaden:y. The cause of the fatalities was 
the snayping of the elevator ropes, allow- 
ing the cage to drop 50 feet. 

The dead are so badly mashed that 
identification has been impossible to mid- 
night. The only one whose name may be 
correct is Catherine Curtin. On her body 
was found a rallroad ticket with the name 
en it. 

Among the injured are: 

Harry Lipson, aged 22, 
body and hurt internally. 

Miss Kate Flanigan, aged 27, bruised all 
over body and suffering from shock. 

Albert Myers, aged 20, fractured leg. 

Mrs. Lula Postilwaite, scalp wound and 
hody bruised. 

A banquet and ball was held in the 
building by the Pennsylvania FElectro- 
Mechanica} irstitute. and every availahile 
portion of the fifth and sixth floors were 
crowded hy members of the institute and 
their friends. 


Thirteen on Elevator. és 
At about 16 o'clock the elevator, with a 
lead of thirteen passengers, startéd -fo: 
the banquet room on the sixth floor. 
When that fleor was reached it was 
found that every place was crowded, and 
the passengers decided to go to the fifth 
floor, where the dancing was in progress. 
When between the*fifth and sixth floors 
the steel cabie snapped and with a re- 
soundirg crash that was heard blocks 
away the cage dropped with its load of 
human freight. It smashed through the 
floor above the ¢ellar of the building, and 
was stopped ty 2 braced post of wood 3 
feet below the first floor. 


Heavy Weight Fell on Them. 

In this inacecessib!c position the passen- 
gers were jammed under broken timbers 
and .twisted steel, yet none might. havo 
been killec had not the heavy iron balance 
weight, weighing over a ton, come crush- 
ing down on them. All but four were able 
to serainble out. The others were pinion- 
ed under the heavy weight. Four were 
sinashed almost beyond recognition. 

Albert Myers was held a prisoner for 
more than an hour. While firemen and 
voluntecr rescuers were preparing rigging 
to lift the machine s0 as to he accessible 
he lay pinioned under the wreckage 
Whisky and water were passed to him 
with words of encouragement. A fireman 


bruised all over 


mass of wreckage and holding the injured 
man’s head. ‘‘Heavens, it was hot down 
there,”” was the brave man’s first worda 
spoken while being carried from his 
prison to a hospital ambulance. 


Elevator Overcrowded. 

The opinion prevails that the elevator 
was overcrowded, and Superintendent of 
Police John P. McTizhe ordered the arrert 
of Professor L. N. Giles, a mechanical 
engineer and instructor of the Pennsyl- 
vania Electro-Mechanical institute, who 
at the time of the accident was running 
the elevatur. It is alleged that he allowed 
the elevator tu be overcrowded, and that 
he had no experience in running an ele- 
vator and was partly responsible for the 


Two Girls Killed by Tornado. 

Clay Center, Kans., May 22.—A severe 
tornado passed over Clay and Riley coun- 
ties this afternoon. At Bala two Httle 
girls, named Baud, were killed and sev- 
eral, persons injured. Five houses were 
blown away at Bala and many cattle 
killed.

New Orleans, La., May 22:—(Special.j— 
Georgia made the hit of the day in the 
grand parade of this afternoon. Ail along 
the line, during the march of about 6 
miles, there was cheering for the Empire 
State of the South, hurrahs for its rep- 
resentatives and yells for its pretty giris. 
It required about three hours and forty 
minutes for the parade to pass any given 
point: along the line of march. Both sides 
of the line were crowded for the entire 
distance. New Orleans newspaper men 
are estimating the size of the crowd that 
saw the parade today from. 400,000 to 
600,000. 

First in the line of march, so far as the 
Georgia division was concerned, was the 
Atlanta fire department drum and bugle 
corps, carrying the flag of Atlanta and 
the flag Of the fire department.

Immediately 
behind the corps rode Governor Terreii, 
in a carriage, followed by his colonels on 
horses.

‘In His Trip Across Washington the 


President Is Greeted by Great 
Crowds — Revenue Cutter 
Fires a Salute at 
‘Tacoma. 


Kalama, Wash, May 22.—President 
Roosevelt entered the state of Washing- 
ton at Kalama today. He was met here 
by Governor McBride, who welcomed him 
té6 the state. The président responded 
in a brief address. The engine that 
pushed the president's car on the ferry 
boat Tacoma, on which it crossed the 
Columbia river from Oregon, had a live 
bear cub attached to a pole on the ten- 
der. The president was greatly inter- 
ested in the Mitle fellow and, boarding 
the engine, patted his head. The cub 
failed to appreciate the honor paid him, 
however, and while the train was being 
shunted on the ferry signified his disap- 
proval by growling. 

Olympia, Wash., May  22.—President 
Roosevelt had his first glimpse of Puget 
s0und this afternoon as the train enter- 
mi Olympia, the capital of Washingtan. 
Although’ stops had been made in Wash- 
ington it was jn this city that the official 


welcome was accorded to the president. 
He addressed a large crowd and left 
later for Tacoma 


The President at Tacoma. 
Tacoma, Wash., May 22.—Under .a fa- 
vorable blue sky the president’s train 
rolled into the Northern Pacific station 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. A multitude 


thronged the streets about the station 
and rent the air. with cheers. Little time 
was lost in the official reception. While 
the introductions to the reception *‘com- 
mittee were made the guns of the reve- 
nne cutter McCulloch, lying in the harbor, 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns. 

Fifteen carriages swung into line he- 
hind the one containing the president, 
while an escort of mounted police and 
cavalry formed a guard. 

The president was taken through the 
residence section, passing many of the 
public school buildings, where the chil- 
dren were grouped and gave him an en- 
thusiastie reception. 

The streets were packed with people 
arid the demonstrations kept the president 
busy bowing his acknowledgments, 

While the drive about the city was 
progressing the crowd thronged Wright 
park, where the president was to address 
the people, About the grand stand were 
massed the Grand Army of the Republic 
and Spanish-American. veterans. _Cheer- 
ing and college yells. burst. forth as the 
president ‘stepped on .the platform and 
was introduced by Mayor Campbell. 
Looking down at the Spanish-American 
veterans, the president said he under- 
stood @ ma.i who was in his Tegiment in 
Cuba was on the ground, and he invited 
him to come upon the platform. 

Mayor Campbell. then presented Otto 
Winter, who was a Texas trooper in the 
Cuban campaign. 

The president's friendly remarks to the 
Grand Army of the Republic men and 
the Spanish-American veterans were par- 
ticularly pleasing incidents at the park. 

Roosevelt’s Speech. 

His address at the park was received 
with frequent applause. He spoke as 
follows: 

“I wish to say one word this afternoon 
to you In this city by the sound on our 
foreign policy and on what must ever be 
the main prop of any good foreign policy, 
the American navy. 

“In the old days, when I first came 
to the ‘little Missouri,’ there was a motto 
on the range, ‘Never draw unless you 
mean to shoot.’ That is-a pretty sound 
policy for a nation in foreign affairs. Do 
not threaten; do not bluster; do not 
insult other people above all; but when 
you make up your mind the situation is 
such as to require you to take a 
position, take it . and have it 


you are ready to make good. 

“I earnestly. believe, and 6f course I 
hope with all my heart, that there will 
always be peace between the United States 
and other powers; but I wish that peace 
to come to us not as a favor granted in 
contempt, but to be the kind of peace 
that comes to the just man armed, the 
peace that we can claim as a matter of 
right.”’

Postmaster General Says the Threats 
Made Against Negro Were Not 
' Approved by Tennesseans, 
and the Route Will Not 
Be Abolished.

Washington, May 22.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne has ordered the immediate re- 
sumption of gervice on the suspended ru- 
ral free delivery mail route at Gallatin, 
Tenn. The resignation of John C. All- 
good, the négro carrier who was intim- 
idated and who refused to resume work, 
has been accepted ana the civil service 
has been called upon to certify a carrier 
to fill his place. 

The postmaster general gave out the 
following statement regarding the case: 

“In the case of John C. Allgood, rural 
free delivery carrier, who reported that 
he was held up by masked men while in 
the discharge of his duty on the 6th in- 
stant, Inspectors Conger and Bains re- 
port that the carrier was stopped by two 
men and warned not to continue in the 
service. The papers in the case show 
that this lawless act is not approved or 
sustained by the people in the villages on 
route No. 1, or by the people in that 
vicinity, and that the persons guilty of 
the act are alone responsible. 

‘“It is believed by the inspectors that 
the carrier, Allgood, can safely resume 
the duty of:carrying the mail on the 
route and, as evidence of that fact, it 
appears that a neighboring route is now 
and has been since the installation of the 
free delivery service, served by a colored 
man. 

“Under all the circumstances the de- 
partment is not disposed to hold the peo- 
ple on route No. 1 responsible for the 
act of the two men referred to, who were 
guilty of the threatened assault upon the 
letter carrier, and it would be unjust to 
depr.ve them of their mail facilities under 
the conditions. 

‘‘Therefore ordered that the resignation 
of John C. Allgood, rural letter carrier, 
be accepted and service on the route be 
resumed at once.”’ 

The postmaster general stated that the 
civil service commission certifies only one 
name to him and that person will be ap- 
pointed irrespective of color, as required 
by law. 

By request of the postmaster general, 
the civil service commission has made 
an investigation of the appointment of 
John C. Allgood as rural carrier at Gal- 
latin, Tenn., to determine whether, as 
has been stated, one Reuben D. Brown, 
who was also an applicant for the po- 
sition, passed the examination one point 
higher than Allgood, and therefore en- 
titled to the appointment. The report 
made by the committee states ‘that ‘‘on 
the face of the record, Brown stood high- 
est of the available men, but in cer- 
tifying a person for a route for which 
he has not signified his prefernce it is 
customary to review the papers with a 
view to determining whether h@ will 
prove acceptable to the patrons on the 
route. In making this examination of the 
papers it was discovered that Brown's 
rating was wrong, because of an error 
made in reviewing his examination pa- 
pers, so that Allgood, who stood highest 
after the rating of Brown had been cor- 
rected, was certified, and he was ap- 
pointed. The board, it may be added, 
is prohibited from taking into consider- 
ation the color or the political or religious 
affiliations of the candidates; indeed, its

Ambassador McCormick Talks 
of Manchurian Question 


He Seys He Has Been Assured by 
Russia That the Ports of Man- 
churia Will Not Be Closed 
to the United States.

1@aon, May 22.—Ambassador McCor- 
mick is here for a few days on his way 
from St. Petersburg to America. He 


sails on the steamer Kronprinz Wilhelm 
Wednesday next with his wife and Miss 


Patterson. 

The St. James Gazette today prints 
an interview with Mr. McCormick, in 
which he is quoted as saying: 

“One of my last official acts before 
jeaving St. Petersburg was to interrogate 
the Russian government on its policy 
toward Manchuria. 4s Was assured that 
Russia had no desire to see the Manchu- 
rian ports closed to the United States or 
to have its consuls excluded. The Rus- 
sian government officials were emphatic 
in declaring that they were with America 
with the open door policy in China and 
what applies to the United States must 
apply to every other power. Your gov- 
ernment also received and accepted sim- 
ilar assurances. I know that M. Witte 
ix a firm advocate of the open door, and 
tT have every reason to believe that Rus- 
sia is quite sincere in the matter. She 
points out that it is to her own interest 
to support that policy, and I think that 
is the case.”’ 

“You do nct consider, then, that the 
situation in the Far East is in any way 
serious on account of Russia’s policy in 
Manchuria?” queried the reporter. 

“T do not,"’ replied Mr. McCormick. 
“Tt can s~e nothing at present which need 
alarm the United States or any other 
country.” 

Mr. McCormick added that the rela- 
tions between the United States and Rus- 
sia at the present moment were of a 
most friendly character. 

“Do you think the United States will 
wew Mr. Chamberlain’s policy in regard 
to protection with disfavor?’ was the re- 
perter’s next question. 

“Tt do not see why it should,” answered 
Mr. McCormick. ‘“‘We have set you the 
example. The suggestion that you give 
preferential treatment to the colonies is 
your own affair. Canada may one day be 
able to give you all the wheat you want, 
but not for some tfme. In the United 
States, too, we are a growing nation, 
and we are consuming more of our own 
products. I believe the United States will 
not always send their raw material in 
eotton to England, but offer you the fin- 
ished article.’’

Statement About Jems, 


Secretary Hay Is Also Receiving 
Many Abusive Letters—SGtate 
Department Will Not Make 
Protest to the Russian 
Government. 4 " 


Washington, May 22.—Crank letters are 
now appearing in the mail of the Rus- 
sian ambassador, Count Cassini. They 
criticise his utterances and attack his ar- 
guments concerning the character of the 
Russian Jews. Secretary Hay is also get- 
ting his share of such letters. The lIet- 
ters, however, give no serious concern to 
either the secretary or the ambassador. 
In fact, owing to the watchfulness of 
private secretaries, some of the letters 
do not even get to these persons to whom 
they are addressed. 

Count Cassini had intendéd to leave the 
United States next Tuesday for a vaca- 
tion in Russia, but he now finds him- 
self obliged to remain until Jyne 9. Secre- 
tary Hay and the ambassador had a 
long conference today, presumabiy with 
reference to the statys of the Jews in 
Russia and the utterances of the Amer- 
ican newspapers in that connection. It is 
said that there is nothing for the state 
department to do, as the Russian govern- 
ment appears to have acted, and peace- 
ful conditions are reported to prevail in 
Bessarabia. There is not believed to be 
any danger of a recurrence of the out- 
breaks. 

As to ¢he threatened immigration to the 
‘United States of swarrhs of Jewish refu- 
gees from Russia, it is said the state de- 
partment is not now called upon to act 
and must await an appeal from the 
treasury department if that department 
finds itself unable by the ‘application of 
the immigration laws to keep out objec- 
tionable immigrants. : 

The Reports Sustained. 

St. Petersburg, Thursday, May 21.—Pho- 
tographs from Kishinef, which have been 
eceived here, besides fully sustaining 
he reports that the worst atrocities were 
committed during the outbreak against 
the Jews there, contradict the official 
accoun of the massacre and the stories 
printed in the nationalist press. 

The people of Kishinef declare that one 
Christian received a gunshot wound and 
that there are no Christians in the hos- 
pitals. Of the two dead Christians one 
was a boy, whose death was attributed 
to fright and chronic disease. 

Gorki’s Article Pbulished. 

Berlin, May 22.—Maxim Gorki, the 
Russian novelist, recently wrote an arti- 
cle on the Kishinef massacres for a Nijiy 
Novgorod newspaper, but the censor re- 
fused to allow its publication. Gorki 
then sent the article to the 8t. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Frankfort Kliiene 
Presse,» which prints it today. The ar- 
ticle: gays: ( * € ee 

“Russia has been disgraced more and 
more frequently of recent years by dark 
deeds, but the most disgraceful of all is 
the horrible Jewish massacre at Kishinef, 
which has awakened our horror, shame 
and indignation. People who regard 
themselves as Christians, who claim to 
believe in God’s mercy and sympathy, 
these people on the day consecrated to 
the resurrection of their God from the 
dead occupy the time in murdering chil- 
dren and aged peop'- ravishing the wom- 
en and martyring the men of the race 
which gave them Christ. 

“Who bears the blame of this base 
crime, which will remain on us like a 
bloody blot for ages? We shall be unable 
to wash this blot from the sad history 
of our dark country. It would be unjust 
and too simple to condemn the mob. The 
latter was merely the hand which was 
guided by a corrupt conscience, driving 
to murder and robbery. For it is well 
known that the mob at Kishinef was led 
by men of cultivated society. But cul- 
tivated s&ciety in Russia is really much 
worse than the people, who are goaded 
by their sad life and blinded and en- 
thralled by the artificial darkness created 
around them. The cultivated classes are 
a crowd of cowardly slaves, without 
feeling of persona! dignity, ready to ae- 
cept every lie to save their ease and 
comfort; a weak and lawless element al- 
most without conscience and without 
shame, in spite of its elegant exterior: 

“Cultivated society is not less guilty 
of disgraceful and horrible deeds com- 
mitted at Kishinef than the actual mur- 
derers and ravishers. Its members are 
guilty, in that they merely did not pro- 
tect the victims, but that they rejoiced 
over the murders; it consists chiefly in 
committing themselves for long years 
to be corrupted by men haters and per- 
sons who have long enjoyed the disgust- 
ing glory of being the lackeys of power 
and: glorifiers of lies. Those are the real 
authors of the disgraceful and awful 
crime of Kishinef. 

“Shame upon their wicked heads. Ma 
the fire of conscience consume their de- 
cayed hearts, eoveteous only of lackey- 
like honors and slavishly obsequious to 
power.”’

Now that the Pullman company, 


| which enjoys absolutely no special 


privileges under the Georgia laws, has 
borne such ; ractica] testimony to the 
justice of the new tax, the officials of 
other corporations which do enjoy spe- 
cial privileges and special immunities, 
should reconsider the no-franchise re- 
turns they have made. For while in 
most instances there he« been some 
nominal franchise return, the fact that 
this has been made at the expense of 
the former txngible property return 
amounts practically to non-recognition 
of the franchise law by these corpora- 
tions. It is their own business in a 
sense, but it must seem to outsiders as 
if those officials are not acting wise- 
ly by the corporations they represent 


‘when they seek to evade the equitable 


operations of the new law. 

The method applied by the Pullman 
company in fixing its return for fran- 
chise taxation seems simplicity itself. 
From the total value of the company’s 
property as determined by the market 
value of its stock is subtracted the 
value of the tangible property. The 
difference represents tnat tangible val- 
uation which, according to the interpre- 
tation of General Counsel Runnels, 
must attach to its tangible property 
wherever situated, and this being rec- 
ognized, Georgia is given her propor- 
tion according to mileage. 

The company has no “franchises,” 
according to the narrow constructions 
put upon that term, but its property 
does have certain intangible valuation. 
So with other corporations which 
come even more clearly within the 
scope of the new tax law. Call it 
franchise or what you may, it is this 
intangible valuation which the Geor- 
gia legislature has said must bear a 
portion of the tax burden, and corpor- 
ation officials are unwise who fail to 
comply with the spirit of the law. 
The prompt manner in which the 
Pullman company has met the spirit of 
the law is most commendable, and its 
course could be followed with profit by 
the other companies which are pow 
quibbling with the State. 


That Porte Rican Scandal. 


The authorities at Washington will 
discover before they get through with 
the affair that the Porton Rican smug- 
gling cases are not to be settled by 
slapping the official fist over some- 
body’s mouth. This seems to be the 
plan with reference to the very dis- 
graceful state of affairs in the revenue 
service of. Porto Rico. It is an ob- 
vious truism, applicable here, that 
nothing is settled that is not settled 
right. If, when the smuggling scandal 
was in its incipiency, the government 
had allowed the case to be freely ven- 
tilated, bringing the accused officers 
who have, it would seem, dishonored 
their commissions, to speedy justice, 
there would have been an end to the 
disgraceful matter t: the credit of Un- 
cle Sam. 

A Porto Rico contemporary ex- 
presses the present situation in the 
light in which it is viewed by the 
islanders, as follows: 

Aw ft is, the natives of the island feel 


that there is one sort of justice for them 
and another for the Americans. The 


Porto Ricans who smuggled are serving 
sentences, but the indictment against 
the Americans were quashed by orger of 
the Washington authorities; and an offi- 
cer has been removed by the same pow- 
ers, so far as any one can see, merely 
because_he tried to execute the law with- 
out fear or favor. 

The colonial journal goes on to de- 
clare that the pretense that the 
enormity of a tariff violation depends 
upon the identity and purpose of the 
violator, deceives nobody, but, in- 
stead, disgusts all men of a modicum 
of intelligence and honesty. The 
Porto Ricans keep poking away at the 
matter, and they do well. They 
should be content with nothing less 
than a just and proper determination 
of the whole affair. 

It is time the official muffler was 
taken off in Porto Rico, and elsewhere.

In a few years more at 
the present rate of progress those mon- 
Sters, instead of cavorting at large, a 
menace to public welfare, will be har- 
nessed to the public wagon and doing the 
public’s drudgery. The railroads are fast 
coming to a “merger” that will spell 
“public ownership.”” When the day comes, 
as it will come, that there will be no 
more favoritism shown at the ticket office 
or the freight offige than there is at the 
postoffice, and when the profits are elim- 
inated at the one as they now are at the 
other, then thy servant will be ready to 
depart in peace. The clock was put fer- 
ward toward that event by years instead 
of weeks at a winding when we got a 
president who would accept no orders 
from the corporations, and who in the 
anthracite imbroglio, instead of suppress- 
ing the miners with the regular army 
and locking Mitchell in the cell that 
Debs with less reason once occupied, a 
Cleveland would thave done, brought 
about arbitration. 

All of which must make very inter- 
esting reading to the conservative bus-

Judge Speer’s Prophecy.

Behold What Difference. 

When the little dependent govern- 
ment of Roumania winked at some 
minor Jewish outrages by Roumanians 
and deprived the Jews in that effete 
principality of certain constitutional 
rights, Secretary Hay was quick to ad- 
dress to the Roumanian government a 
strong note of protest on the high 
ground of humanity. He said, among 
the other excellent things he said 
fen: 

The United States offers asylum to the 
oppressed of all lands. But its sympathy 
with them in nowise impairs its just lib- 
erty and right to weigh the &cts of the 
oppressor in the light of their effect 
upon this country and to judge accord- 
ingly. * * * These helpless people, bur- 
dened and spurned by their native land, 
are forced by the sovereign power of 
Roumania upon the charity of the Unit- 
ed States. This government can: not. he 
a .tacit party te such an international 
wrong. It is constrained to protes? 
against the treatment te which the Jews 
of Roumania are subjected, not alone be- 
cause it has unimpeachable ground to re. 
monstrate against the resultant injury to 
itself, but in the name of humanity. 


There is reason to believe that this 
action of the United States depart- 
ment of state had the effect of mitigat- 
ing the wrongs of the Roumanian 
Jews, in some respects. One of the 
political wrongs complained of was 
at least partially righted. 

Standing now in the presence of tlie 
Kishinef horror, with Christendom 
waving horrified protests, will Secre- 
tary of State Hay address a note 
couched fn like terms to the Russian 
government, which is as privy to. Jew- 
ish persecutions within its dominion 
as was the government of Roumania 
and as much responsible for the late 
shocking massacres of inoffensive He- 
' brews? 

There is no likelihood of the secre- 
tary doing anything of the kind, not- 
withstanding he has established an ad- 
mirable precedent for such action in 
this much more flagrant case. The 
reason is obvious. Russia is one of 
the great powers and the traditional | 
friend of the United States. The’ 
great white czar might not accept the 
finger of reproach as tamely as did 
Roumania, and it is hardly possible 
that the United States department of. 
state is capable of using, for such an 
end, language so nicely diplomatic 
that it would give no outspoken 6f- 
fense at St. Petersburg, On the con- 
trary, any reference to Jewish persecu- 
tions in Russia would be regarded as 
an insufferable piece of impertinence

Party of Baltimore and Richmond Men Passed Through Atlanta Yesterday 


Morning on Their Return Trip and Told of Their Visit 


HE party of Baltimore and Rich- 
[mona capitalists, who have been on 

ah inspection tour of the Alabama 
Consolidated Coal and Iron Company’s 
properties, passed through Atlanta yes- 
terday on their return north. 

Each member of the party expressed 
himself as greatly pleased with the trip. 
Vice President J. W. Middendorf, of the 
Seaboard Air Line, and one of the direc- 


tors of the Consolidated, stated that tie 
inspection had been thoroughly satisfac- 
tory. He had not seen the properties In 
two years and was highly gratified at the 
results of the development work which 
has been going on. He said that this 
visit had no connéction with Seaboard 
interests, but in reply to a question, 
stated that he hoped that the Seaboard 
would be running trains from Atlanta 
to Birmingham by next New Year’s day. 
All the new line is under construction, 
and the work {fs being rapidly pushed. 

The party did not remain in Atlanta 
more than fifteen minutes, leaving by 
the Seaboard for Richmond. 

Frank Weldon, who accompanied the 
party through Alabama, gave this ac- 
count of the tour: 

“The visit of these gentlemen was sole- 
ly for the purpose of inspecting the cval 
and iron properties of the company in 
which they are heavily interested. Some 
of the party had never seen their mines 
and furnaces, and others had not seen 
them in two years. The Alahama Con- 
solidated was organized three or four 
years ago, It now owns extensive de- 
posits of brown iron ore and two furnaces 
at Ironaton, Ala.; two furnaces at Gads- 
den; a large red iron ore mine near At- 
talla; a mountain of lime rock between 
Gadsden and Attalla; thousands of acres 
of coal lands at Lewisburg, Searles, Miii- 


dale and Hewitt, Ala., and a reserve 
tract of 1,800 acres of red iron ore land 


at Gate City, about 6 miles from Birming- 


ham. There are large cokifg plants at 
Lewisburg and Searles. The company 
is mining 2,300 tons of coal and will soon 
be making 500 tons of pig iron daily. 
“Owning, aS it does, vast deposits of 
all the raw materials essential] te iron 
making, the company is in an impregna- 
ble position. Under the able manage- 
ment of President T. G. Bush, the com- 
pany is prospering, and, being modestly 
capitalized, is in a better financial posi- 
tion than probably any other jron com- 
pany in the Atabama field. 
“It was stated in Birmingham last 
night that the Consolidated has accom- 
plished more in three years than another

Tour a Revelation. 

“While the inspection tour was a reve- 
lation as to what igs going on in Ala- 
bama’s mineral field, not even the mines 
and furnaces were more interesting than 
the views of these capitalists on business 
conditions, and particularly on invest- 
ments and the future development and 
growth of the south. These gentlemen 


and their associates have been fortunate 
in this consolidated investment and thoy 
believe in this section. Mr. Middendorf 
has large interests in the Seaboard Air 
Line, and his faith could not well be 
stronger. It will be gratifying to At- 
lentans to learn that the brief glimpse 
which the party had of the city a few 
days ago made a very deep impression 
on them, 

“Speaking of the husiness outlook, Mr, 
Middendorf said that the railways and 
industrial enterprises in the south are 
not suffering. His trust company, the 
International, loans large sums to the 
cotton mills, saw mills and other indus- 
trial companies, and they are all doing 
well. He does not look for that stagna- 
tion next year which heretofore has usu- 
ally accompanied presidential election 
campaigns. ‘Prices may be somewhat 
lower,’ said he, ‘but unless something 
now unforeseen occurs to demoralize con- 
fidence, there ought not to be any general 
depression or even extreme dullness. 
Some think that Wall street is now dis- 
counting next year’s conditions. A few 
people are apprehensive, but then there 
are always some pessimists. It has been 
gaid that a pessimist is one who, being 
given the choice of two evils, takes both.

For a short time, when the supply was 
inadequate, some consumers who were 
obliged to have iron immediately, 
pay more than $20 a ton, but that price 
did not prevail for any length of time. 
Mr. Seddon is conservative and he pre- 
fers a moderate profit over a’ period of 
years to a large profit for a short season. 

“Richard H. Edmonds, of The Manu- 
facturers’ Record, one of the directors of 
the Consolidated, has jong been a prophet | 
of the south’s rich future. He is sur- 
charged with statistics and is highly re- 
garded by his associates for his vast 
fund of information and his good judg- 
ment.

Speaking yesterday on this subject, he 
remarked that the people of the north 
and west who have capital to invest take 
more interest today in southern propo- 
sitions than ever before.

Jim Williams, one of the negroés bit- 
ten by a supposed mad dog in West 
Point a few days ago, and who was 
brought to Atlanta for treatment, has 
made his escape from the Pasteur insti- 
tute and the police are now searching 
for him.

WILL DISCUSS 
CITY CHARTER 


Committee of Forty-Nine 
Called for Monday by 
Chairman, 


Chairman George Hillyer, of the con- 
mittee of forty-nine which prepared the 
proposed new charter for Atlanta, now 
pending in the shape of a bill before 
the legislature, has called a meeting of 
the committee for Monday afternoon at 
3 o'clock in the chamber of commerce. 

The proposed new charter as prepared 
by this committee, ft will be remembered, 
was introduced In the house at the last 
session by the representatives from Faul- 
ton, but for several reasons no action 
was taken on it at that time. An under- 
standing was reached that it should be 
postponed until the summer session, and 
for that reason it wag not even consid- 
ered before the house committee. 

“The object of the meeting,” Judge 
Hillyer said ‘ast night, “is for the com- 
mittee to diseuss the situation and de- 
cide what it wishes to do with reference © 
to the pending measure. The responsibil- 
ity, of course, must rest upon the com- 
mittee, and it must therefore decide what 
it wishes to do. This will probably be 
only a preliminary meeting, as, I pre- 
sume, another, maybe several others, will 
be held before the legislature meets. 
That, of course, is for the committee to 
decide.”’ | 

Judge Hillyer could not say what course 
the committee is ‘ikely to pursue. It 
may be that it will appoint a sub-com- 
mittee to look after the progress of the 
measure through the legislature.

New York, May 21.—The cotton mar- 
ket opehed firm at an advance of 9@1% 
points and ruled very irregular. At first 
the market was very excited as a result 
of the surprising strength developed in 
Liverpool and speculation was very ac- 
tive. Following the call the summer 
months were advanced still a little fur- 
ther under the rush of covering and 
fresh buying orders which were attract- 
ed by the Liverpool advance. Then Liv- 
erpool began to ease off, and the receipts 
for the day were estimated once more 
to greatly exceed last year’s, and the 
weather map again reflected favorable 
conditions. Bulls became less aggres- 
give and the first rush of demand from 
shorts becoming exhausted, the bears 
began hammering values. This led to 
a decline from the best of several points 
on the active options, but was succeeded 
by another rally. On the advance, how- 
ever, speculation became very much less 
active. Occasionally there would be a 
momentary burst of enthusiasm and 
prices would fluctuate upward or down- 
ward one or two points, but with the 
general drift upward from the low point 
of the morning. After the morning, af- 
ternoon trading was comparatively quiet 
ard featureless, and prices moved slowly. 
At the best level of the day, which 
was reached for the last hour they 
showed an advance of from 10 to 30 points 
as compared with closing of last night, 
and at this level showed a gain of from 
about 4 to 20 points from the lowest level 
of the morning. Just before the close 
there was a little realizing, but the mar- 
ket finally steadied at 6@28 points higher, 
July closing at 10.79, 3 points below the 
best of the afternoon, as was also Au- 
gust, which closed at 10.67; September | 
closed at 9.76. Total sales futures were 
estimated at 250,000 bales. The Liverpoo.

New York, May 22.-The week has been 
really too full of developments to at- 
tempt a review of them in the space 
a letter of this kind permits. Sufficient 
to say that the week has been a record 
one in extent of dealings, with 3,000,000 
bales per day and -prices fluctuating in 
the wildest possible fashion. The appear- 
ance of Mr. Brown on Monday. was the 
feature early and the appearance of 
Philadelphia interests in opposition to 
Mr. Brown was the feature later in the 
week. It is now definitely understood 
that there is a battle on in the cotton 
market. That may be changed at any 
moment, but it. will only be . changed 
by the manipulation of New Orleans 
to Philadelphia.

This de- 
pression may be carried only to a point 
at which it will be profitable for a man 
to buy in the short July sold as a hedge 
against the 125,000 bales of cotton in this 
city, and again it may he that more cot- 
ton will be bought and the whole dumped 
on Mr. Brown and others long of July.
